The  family  name  "V/ade"  is  an  old  one,  Chaucer  in 
"Troilus  and  Cressidee"  vfrote:- 

"He  tolde  a  tale  of  Wade," 

The  story  of  the  origin  of  the  name  "Vfede"  is  interesting, 
Britaine's  Remains  (1614)  speaks  of  it  as  a  baptismal  name 
in  use  in  England  at  the  time  of  the  Norman  Conquest  (1066), 
This  old  English  folk  rhyme,  quoted  by  Lov/er,  will  show 
that  it  is  one  of  the  oldest  of  English  names;-' 

With  Thorpe  and  Bourne;  Coke,  Carter,  Oke, 

Combe,  Bury,  Don  and  Stowe  and  Stoke, 

V/ith  Ey  and  Port;  Shaw,  Worth  and  Wade, 

Hill,  Gate,  Will,  Stone  are  many  made 
Cliff,  Marsh,  and  Month  and  Don  and  Sand, 

And  Bec^  and  Sea  with  numbers  stand. 

The  Angle-Saxon  wad,  importing  a  meadow  or  a  ford. 

The  earliest  occurrence  of  the  name  Wade  in  literature  is 
in  Widsith,  or  The  Travelers’  Song,  line  22,  where  Vvada  is 
mentioned  as  the  ruler  of  the  Helsings,  The  date  of 
V/idsith  is  no  doubt  as  early  as  a,D,  433-440,  and  the 
poem  is  continental ,2 

Of  the  Helsings,  in  the  Wilkina  Saga,  the  father  of  V/ieland 
and  Egil,  is  Wade  (Vadi),  Chapter  19  tells  of  the  giant 
_  Wade  and  his  son  Wieland  in  Seeland.^ 

Quoting  from  the  old  English  romance  of  Sir  Bevis  of 
Hampton  (South-hampton)- 

After  Joseanis  cristing 
Beues  dede  a  gret  fighting, - 
Swich  bataile  ded  never  non, 

Wade’s  adventure  with  the  dragon  is  alluded  to  in  the

THE  fr^ADE  FAMILY 


In  Sir  Thomas  Mallory's  "Morte  d'iirthur"  (volume  1, 
page  229,  Ed.  I8l6,  2  vs)  reference  is  made  to  the  prowess 
and  bravery  of  V/ade.  It  would  appear  from  these  literary 
quotations,  that  at  one  time  there  was  current  in  England 
a  number  of  folk  stories  as  to  the  exploits  of  the  hero  V/ade. 


Sir  V/alter  Scott  in  "The  Lay  of  Last  Minstrel"  and  again 
in  "Sir  Tristem"  refers  to  V/ade 

"The  romance  of  V/ade ,  twice  alluded  to  by  Chaucer,  but 
now  lost,  was  probably  a  border  composition.  The  castle 
of  this  hero  stood  near  the  Roman  V/all,  which  he  is 
supposed  to  have  surmounted;  and  it  v^as  long  inhabited 
by  his  real  or  fancied  descendants." 


There  are  many  V/ade  place  names  in  England  and  V/ales, 

Robert  Louis  Stevenson  says: -2 

"To  trace  the  V/ade  ancestral  tree 
To  the  very  root  of  the  pedigree, 

V/ere  a  task  as  rash  as  ridiculous... 


So  we  see  there  were  many  instances  of  the  family  name  V/ade 
occurring  even  before  the  Norman  Conquest. 


Stuart  Charles  V/ade  lists  several  of  the  more  famous  members 
of  the  Wade  family.  Among  these  are:-^ 

Armigel  Waad-the  ovmers  of  the  large  Belsize  House,  Hamp¬ 
stead,  London, 

Sir  V/illiam  Waad,  Knight,  who  erected  a  monument  in  the 
Tovrer  of  London  to  commemorate  the  Gunpov^der  Plot  and  who 
paid  L1 14. 10#. 0,  to  the  funds  of  the  Virginia  Company.

Sir  'william  Waad,  cont'd:- 

This  Sir  William,  the  son  of  Armigild,  vras  Secretary  to  the 
Lady  Elizabeth's  Privy  Council  many  years.  He  was  the 
official  representative  on  several  Important  occasions  - 
to  the  Emperor  Rudolphus,  to  Philip  of  Spain,  to  Henry  III, 
three  times  to  Henry  IV  of  France  and  once  to  Mary,  i^ueen 
of  Scotland,  He  was  also  Commissary  General  of  England  and 
Superintendent  of  the  Soldiery  of  Ireland.  He  also  served 
as  Secretary  to  the  Privy  Council  of  Ring  James,  For  eight 
years  he  was  Lieutenant  of  the  London  Tower.  At  77  he  died 
at  the  Manor  of  Battailes-Wade  in  the  county  of  Essex  on  the 
21st  of  October  1623. 

Field  Marshal  General  George  Wade,  in  his  memory  there  is 
a  picture  of  his  monument  in  Westminister  Abbey.

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THE  V^ADE  FAMILY 


As  early  as  the  l630's  in  Massachusetts  we  find  Nathaniel, 
Nicholas  and  Jonathan  iiVade,  They  v/ere  solid  yeoman  of  the 
English  country-side  and.  they  settled  around  Boston, 

The  branch  of  Wade’s  in  New  Jersey  and  Ohio  stem  from 
Benjamin  V/a.de  who  was  born  in  1646.  He  came  from  Jamaica  in 
Long  Island,  New  York  about  1675  and  settled  at  the  Wade’s 
Farms  or  Connecticut  Farms,  (now  formed,  into  Union  Township), 
but  then  in  the  Township  of  Elizabeth,  New  Jersey.* 

Robert  Wade,  bom  before  1727,  was  one  of  the  early  ancestors 
of  this  branch.  He  v/as  captured  by  the  French  in  the  Colonial 
Wars  and  died  a  prisoner  of  war  in  a  fortress  of  France, 

Annias  Wade  was  in  the  French  and  Indian  War  in  1759.  There 
were  tv/enty-one  Wades  in  the  American  Revolutionary  War 
from  New  Jersey,^ 

The  wades  were  attracted,  to  Ohio  -  clad  in  their  linsey 
shirts  and.  buckskin  trousers  -  lured  by  the  vrild  turkey, 
deer,  squirrell  and.  military  lands.  These  Jerseymen  settled 
the  Symmes  Purchase, 

Samuel  V/ade  was  a  Member  of  the  New  Jersey  Assembly  in  1697. 
Ed.v^ard  Wade  was  also  a  member  in  1682,5 

Joseph  Wade  (son  of _  Wade,  and  grandson  of  ancestor 

Benjamin  livade)  was  born  about  1715  and  died  1777.

The  will  of  Joseph  V/ade  is  dated  September  15,  1776  and  was 
proved  at  Baskingridge,  Hew  Jersey.  It  is  recorded  at 
Trenton  in  bk  18,  p.  220.  According  to  the  Calendar  of 
Wills  of  the  Archives  of  Hew  Jersey,  Joseph  was  of  the 
Borough  of  Elizabeth,  Essex  County.  He  was  a  yeoman  and  the 
v/'ill  provided  that  "the  land  may  be  sold  and  the  money  given 
to  my  widow  and  children.  The  executors  were  his  wife, 

Phebe  and  Daniel  Wade,  his  son  and  Andrew  and  Hezekiah 
Thompson.  The  will  witnesses  were  David  Meeker,  John 
Scudder  and  Hannah  Searing,  The  will  was  proved  February 

12,  1777. ■' 


Joseph  Wade  served  as  Wagon  Master  in  the  V/agon  Master 
Generals  *  Department  of  the  Hew  Jersey  militia  in  the 
Revolution. 2  (IO69)  Joseph  Wade  served  as  a  private  in 

Captain  Peter  Layton’s  Company,  Eastern  Battalion,  Morris 
County,  militia  and  also  in  the  New  Jersey  state  troops, ^

The  family  of  Beach,  or  a.?  it  wae  called  De  La  Beche, 
had  ite  oriffir  ir  France  and  at  Toure ,  France,  can  be  seen 
the  old  monuments  and  brass  inscriptions  bearing  the  name. 
History  records  that  this  family  came  to  England  wi bb 
V/illis.m  the  Conqueror  in  1066  and  that  Sir  Ivilliam  Hicks- 
Eeach  has  traced  his  lines,  definitely  to  these  early  families 

The  first  mention  of  Beach  in  /imerica  is  that  of  Richard 
of  Cambridge,  I635j  and  soon  after  of  Watertown,  r-iassachusett 
Bond  in  his  History  of  Massachusetts,  the  town  of  Watertown, 
seems  to  think  that  he  is  the  Richard  who  married _ for  his 
second  wife,  Martha  the  widow  of  Andrew  Hull.  Opinion 
differs  on  tnis.^ 

These  records  will  be  de.aling  v/ith  the  three  brothers  - 
Richard,  John  and  Thomas  who  appear  in  the  Hew  ha’ven  Colony 
and  v.'hom  we  all  call  the  Original  .American  Ancestors. 

Rockaway  records  by  Crayon  state  that  these  three 
brothers  vrere  the  sons  of  John  Beach  of  Devonshire,  England, 

An  account  of  this  family  in  the  Hew  York  Biographical 
and  Oenealogical  Record  says  that  the  Beach|'S  came  from 
Kings ton-upon  the  Hull,  Yorkshire,  England, 

In  Hoare’s  "History  of  Wiltshire",  v^e  learn  that  the 
family  derives  its  descent  from  an  ancient  and  respectable 
family  of  De  la  Beche,  lords  of  Aldworth  in  the  county 
of  Berks. 

The  library  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  of 
Goshen,  Connecticut,  contains  a  record  of  the  three  Beach 
brothers  coming  to  Hew  Haven  in  the  same  ship  v/ith  Rev, 

Beter  Prudden  in  1638*  It  appears  that  Richard  was  born 
about  1611  and  that  John  and  Thomas  were  his  younger 
brothers,  fop  they  do  not  appear  in  the  records  until 
years  after. ^

John  Beach  of  Etratfoi-d,  the  emigrant  ancestor  of  this 
line,  first  appears  in  the  New  Haven  colony  records  on 
Jannary  A,  l6A3‘>  Ae  lived  there  all  his  life  except  for  the 
short  time  spent  in  vvailingford  after  I67O,  This  is  the 
largest  line.  Descendants  say  that  our  u  ohn  \/3.s  horn  in 
England  in  1623."* 

The  New  Haven  Colony  Records  contain  the  following 
nota.tions.  about  John  Beach,  the  Emigrant:-

July  1,  1644  —  took  Oath  of  Fidelity 
Novemoer  4,  1645  -  fined  ps.  Fehruar3^  1,  1647, 
puretie  for  Richard. 

The  first  hom.e  in  New  Haven  of  J^hn  Beach  (1)  was 
at  the  corner  of  Grove  and  'Jhitnej^  streets. 

John  sold  out  in  Nev^  Haven  in  1652  and  is  supposed 
to  have  gone  to  Stratford  but  he  dees  not  appear 
there  until  1 660  when  he  buys  a  house  and  home 
lot  of  Vi'illian  Bryant. 

John  is  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  l.alling- 
ford  but  it  is.  not  believed  that  he  lived  there  for 
any  length  of  time.  He  went  to  tallingford ^ leaving 
his  son  John,  aged  I6,  in  charge  of  the  family. 

John  is  cited  as  having  had  civilian  service  at 
the  "Lower  Garrison"  in  king  irhillipe  Nar  and  it 
is  recorded  of  him  ths.t  he  "w'as  of  citratford  and 
returned  thither."^ 


In  1669,  John  is  listed  as  a  freeman  in  Stratford  and 
in  1671,  he  was  elected  "Tov;n  Crier"  in  w'hich  capacity  he 
was  allowed  "four  pence  for  everything  he  should  crye,  and 
ever^^  time  he  cryed."  He  was  listeo  as  numoer  4  on  the  list 
of  six  persons  of  highest  rank  on  July  29,^l67g  and  was  on 
the  committee  to  establish  the  church  in  1675.  '

The  tressure  was  a  common  grant  of  augmentation 
from  the  crovm  in  the  recognition  of  a  ser-vice. 
One  successful  General  received  two  fleurs- 
de  'lys  in  memory  of  two  victories  over  the 
Fi'ench,  also  he  was  granted  a  crescent  for 
a  victory  over  the  Turks.  The  five  fleur- 
de- lys  of  the  Hitchcock  arms  doubtless  have 
an  interesting  story  in  connection  with 
the  grant.

"This  cemetery  v/as  the  first  public  cemetery  in  Mans¬ 
field  and  was  established  in  1847.
